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(Tape 161} 

DICK: — don't understand what it is I 'a 

telling you. Is there another question — a 
substantive question that ve can discuss? I'll be 
happy to do that. (Pause) Did that thought come back 
to you, the thought that you had moments ago? 

WAYNE: No, it did not and — 

DICK: Okay. Do you have other questions for 

me, Wayne? 

WAYNE: No. I, I just keep telling you I'm, 

I'm, I'm operating under a handicap here. I don't 
think anyone would expect a lawyer to practice lav 
under these conditions. 

DICK: Come on out, practice it in the 

fashion in which you think is appropriate. 

WAYNE: But you're asking me to be counsel to 

the people in this, in this building. 

DICK: I'm not asking you to be counsel to 

anybody, that's your choice and their choice. 

WAYNE: Okay. Well, I thought you had said 

that, so — 

DICK: No, I, I said while you're in there 

obviously they may well come to you for answers to 
certain legal questions. Nov, whether you're capable 
of giving them only you know. I certainly don't know 
that because I don't know your background. So if there 
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are areas 1:hat you cannot address, maybe ve can do that 
together maybe if you some additional questions about 
perhaps this — the process once you leave there and I 
can address those questions for you. If there are 
questions that I can't answer I can certainly get the 
answers for you. 

WAYNE: I don't think they trust you enough 

to put any stock in, in any answers that you give them. 

DIC3C: Um-hum. Well, that's unfortunate 

because Z'm in a position to help them and I'm willing 
to help them and we need to go on. 

WAYNE: I think if they have legal questions 

they're going to want it answered by somebody that has 
taken an oath 

DICK: Fine. 

WAYNE: — to be accountable for the answers 

they give them. 

DICK: Absolutely, absolutely, and ve're 

willing to do that. As soon as they come out the 
guarantees are there, Wayne. 

WAYNE: Okay. As soon as they come out? 

DICK: Exactly. 

WAYNE: Okay. 

DICK: Are you •— is there some question — 

WAYNE: Okay — 

DICK: — about that? I mean, in your own 
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Bind is there some question there? 

WAYNE: Mo. I thought for a while you were 

talking about before they came out. 

DICK: No, no, X certainly wasn't. 

WAYNE: Well, okay. Let's get back to that 

thought X lost. 

DICK: Okay. 

WAYNE: Xt dune back to ate now. 

DICK: Great. 

WAYNE: I,awyers do not reach agreements with 

police officers, law-enforcement, detectives , FBI , ATF, 
and the reason for it is that it's not binding on, on 
the prosecutor once you go to court. 

DICK: I'm 100 percent aware of that. 

WAYNE: So, what I'm asking you is how can X 

practice lav for myself or for anyone else in this 
building if I do not have access to the U.S. Attorney? 

DICK: Well, you can't until you do get 

access to a U.S. Attorney and that will be given to you 
immediately upon leaving the compound. 

WAYNE: So there, we agree. I can't practice 

lav, can I? 


DICK: X didn't say that you were to practice 

law. X said perhaps people might ask you for some 
advice. If you don't feel that you can give them 
advice appropriately then don't do it. X certainly 
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wouldn't, wouldn't •xpect you to do that. 

WAYNE: Well, why would you expect ne to give 

advice to anyone in this building if they're not 
protected by an attorney/ client privilege? 

DICK: Well, ay understanding was — 

WAYNE : And if I 'a not practicing law then 

they don't have that privilege. 

DICK: Well, ay understanding was that when 

Steve suggested early on that you were advising some 
folks in there, and if I got that information in error 
I apologise to you, because I certainly wouldn't want 
to do anything that was illegal in there. 

WAYNE: Oh no, X didn't say it would be 

illegal to do that. 

DICK: Well, you said you didn't think that 

you had the ability to do that and, you know, frankly, 
Wayne, talking — 

WAYNE: I (indiscernible) 

DICK: “ to you at times I wonder about 

that. 

WAYNE: So, there you go, you're getting 

personal again. 

DICK: No, I didn't say that. X said your 

ability to practice law in there because I know you 
don't have the law books available to you and those 
kinds of things. 
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WAYNE: Oh, I thought you were talking about 

By ability. 

DICK: No, not at all. 

WAYNE: Okay. 

DICK: X'a just saying you don't have the 

access to the documents and the books that you need. 

So Z know it's difficult from in there to provide case 
law and that sort of stuff because you don't have 
access to it. 

WAYNE: That's right. So, I just want you to 

understand my problem, and that, that's why I, I have 
been asking to talk to the U.S. Attorney — 

DICK: Okay. 

WAYNE: — by telephone before I come out, 

and I think it would help to resolve this situation. 
Now, think it over before you answer and talk it over 
with the other negotiators and see if you would be 
interested to have — certainly the U.S. Attorney must 
be part of your team. You don't view that person as an 
outside negotiator, so you know — 

DICK: The United States Attorney is dealing 

with the legal issues, certainly, and 

WAYNE: So, what's the problem? 

DICK: — represents the government. Well, 

what problem? 


WAYNE: And so do you. 
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negotiator. Certainly it could be suggested and then 
you could report back to us as to whether or not the 
U.S. Attorney is — 

DICK: Well, I can answer that question right 

here and now. They are available — 

WAYNE: You mean it's already been verified? 

DICK: No. They're available to talk with 

you immediately upon your exit from the compound. 

WAYNE: Oh, SO the FBI's going to block us 

from talking to the U.S. Attorney? 

DICK: No, that's not, that's not a block, 

that's an agreement that the United States Attorney has 
already had with us. He's available and obviously will 
be involved in every aspect of whatever happens from 
here on once you folks leave the compound. 

WAYNE: Is that in writing? 

DICK: Wayne — 

WAYNE : Perhaps you should share it with us. 

You're, you're quoting the U.S. Attorney now. 

DICK: I'm not quoting anybody. I'm quoting 

— I've been an FBI agent for 22 years. 1, I know that 
in, in those instances when they're federal prosecution 
the prosecution is handled by the United States 
Attorney's office as well you know. 
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WAYNE: Yes, but I 'a asking for negotiations 

with the U.S, Attorney to help facilitate the arrests 
that you want to aake. 

DICK: Wayne, hear ae again, okay? I 'a 

telling you — 

WAYTNE: You're telling ae no. 

DICK: X'a telling you that the United States 

Attorney is willing to aeet with your, your attorneys 
and whomever as soon as you exit that and soon as we 
aove through the process. You obviously know that 
you'll get a hearing at the earliest opportunity as 
soon as you leave the compound. You will be 
represented by counsel, you will have ‘ — that counsel 
will have the ability to speak with you and to the 
United States Attorney. X am sure given the fact that 
you are an attorney you may well want to represent 
yourself and in, in that instance you certainly will 
have access to the United States Attorney early on. 

You know that. 

WAYNE: But Dick, it's, it's a waste of time 

to tell me that because at temporarily I am not 
willing to exit the building and X think if you were in 
my shoes you'd say the same thing because it's not safe 
out there. 

DICK: Wayne, listen. I'm going to leave you 

with this offer and this agreement: as soon as you exit 
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the compound you will have all the access to those 
things you've all talked about, the press, legal 
representation, the media, those kinds of things. Nov, 
let's it with you at that point. All right. You know 
you have that, you have my guarantee. Will you please 
put Steve back on, please, or David? I would really 
like to speak to David but if he's afraid to talk with 
me then, then maybe we'll have to go with Steve. I 
thought David was — you know, he was the man in there 
and, and obviously he, he feels ill at ease to talking 
with anybody. 

WAYNE: Well, I never used that, that tezrm. 

I've said that I'm willing to let David Koresh 
negotiate for me. 

D1C3C: You're, you're willing, you're willing 

to let us do that? Well, I'm asking you If David is 
willing to do that, okay? And let's put him on unless 
he's scared that, you know, he doesn't have the answers 
that we need, that we need to — we need to go on if 
he's the fellow that makes those decisions. Obviously 
you're not in a position to make those kinds of 
decisions so let me talk to the person that is, please. 

WAYNE: Well, Dick, I am going to hang up the 

phone, find out if there is somebody that wants to get 
on and, and talk with you. 


DICK: Well, I'm sure there are probably a 
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lot of people in there, but David is the one that I 
priaarily want to talk to. But if he doesn't feel that 
he has the wherewithal to, to, to talk about these 
issues in a serious vein then X guess I'll have to talk 
to soaeone else. I aean, he's been ducking us for days 
now. 

WAYNE: Well, I, I, I really — 

DICK: And people are starting to — 

WAYNE: — don't know anything about that. 

DICK: People are starting to concern 

theaselves with his ability even to, to be able to 
resolve this issue. You know, is he hiding behind the 
children and, and his Bible? X aean, that's soae of 
the questions that people have asked of us and I'd like 
to find that out ayself. 

WAYNE: (laughter) 

DICK: You know, here's the aan that's 

supposed to have the answers but yet he, he doesn't 
want to give any of those, those answers to us. Our, 
our question of hia is how do we resolve this issue. 

You know, he continues to, to be in, in — reaain in 
biding in there and we can't, we can't follow-up on. 
hhis if he's not willing to, to coae to soae agreeaent 
with us. . 

WAYNE: X think he's, he's already indicated 

the way to resolve this issue peacefully, and I think 
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you've already indicated that you're not interested. 

DICK: Well, you know what? If you can give 

Be that — you know, aim that up in a, in a few short 
words I'd be happy to speak to you. We've never 
understood %diat David Koresh wants. It's never been 
clear to us. It's never — he's never told us what 
would, what would be the answer for you folks coming 
out. I've never heard that. The only, the only time 
that we know is when, when he said I guarantee you, I'm 
giving my word as a Ban, as a follower of God and his 
personal word that he would come out once that tape was 
played. And what did he do? We played the tape, we 
had it played nationwide. We went to the Christian 
Broadcast Network and said listen, this man has 
guaranteed to us that the folks will come out as soon 
as he is able to do this. We then Bade a tape of 
David's available to the Bedia which was played in its 
entirety across this nation. What does David do then? 
He goes back and hides behind the children in there. 

He says ay God told ae that this wasn't the tiae. 

Well, his God Bust have told him in the first instance 
to come out when, when the tape was played and all of a 
sudden he has this, he has this aessage from God not to 
come out. So let's get on with this thing. His word 
and By word and the words of the other agents that are 
doing this thing are what we have to work out and work 
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with — 

WAYNE: I've always — 

DICK: — and if he breaks his word then, you 

know, how can ve, ve talk to hin in good faith? 

WAYNE: I've always taken the position 

professionally — 

DICK: What is it that will sake — what is 

it, Wayne, that will — to get this thing going? What 
is the thing that will sake this thing nove along? 

What is it that will bring this to a safe resolution 
for all people involved? You tell ae. What is it? 

WAYNE: Well, I think if the government 

respected the religious freedom — 

DICK: Wayne, don't go into that esoteric 

stuff. Just tell me what, how, how, now. Tell me now 
what it is. You, you said that David has told what it 
is. Refresh ay aemory. What is it? 

WAYNE: Okay. Z think you have to start from 

the point where David has told you that God told — 

DICK: Hold, listen, hold it. We're not 

going to discuss God, okay? I 'a not going to discuss 
God with you and X would ask you not to discuss God 
either. That is not aoving — that, that issue does 
not aove this along. All right. There are plenty of 
people that will discuss that with you at the 
appropriate tiae. The appropriate thing to discuss now 
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is how do ve get this moving. That's the issue. That 
is the central issue here in this vhole natter, how do 
ve get this done. 

WAYNE: Well, soaetines you just can't make a 

frontal assault on the central issue. Soaetiaes you do 
have to kind of up-link it, you know what X mean? So 
let's deal with another issue for a second. 

DICK: No, no, no, let's answer this one 

first. You brought it up. I didn't bring it up. You 
said that the question -- that you have the answer as 
to vhat will bring this thing to a successful, safe 
resolution. What is your question? 

WAYNE: You know — 

DICK: What is your answer, I aean? 

WAYNE: Well, I 'a not going to say. 

DICK: That's because you don't have any 

idea, Wayne, vhat it is that you're talking about. 
That's the problea. You guys in there — you know, 
this is not Psychology 101. I've been through 
Psychology 101 and a lot aore classes aftervard, okay? 

WAYNE: Are you a psychologist? 

DICK: Did I say that? 

WAYNE: No, I 'a just curious. 

DICK: The, the point is that ve've got to 

aove along and — 

WAYNE: I didn't aean that in a — to be 
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Offensive. 1 , X neant, you know, if " 

DICK: What is the answer? 

NAYNE: — if, if you have a ~ 

DICK: Mhat is, what is the answer to ny 

question? 

HAYNE: (Indiscernible) 

DICK: Ifhat will Bove this along? Very 

sinple, very simple. It's not deep. 

NAYNE: Talking about some of the issues that 

are in the way would move it along. 

DICK: Ne talked about that for 26 days. 

I've been here every one of those 26 days, okay? I 
have heard these natters brought to, to our attention 
in the fashion that you've chosen to do so all of the

DICK: What is the answer to noving this

That is the question. It's not a difficult question. 
It's a very clear — 

WAYNE: I have not agreed to talk about the 

central issue. 

DICK: Well, then get off the phone and put 

sonebody else on there that is willing to talk, okay? 
Put David on. I'll be happy to talk with David about 
the central issue. That's what we've been trying to 
talk about for ages, ny friend. 

WAYNE: What happens if I don't get off the 

phone, Dick? 

DICK: What happens if you don't get off the 

phone? 

WAYNE: Whose phone is this anyway? 

DICK: Pardon ne? 

WAYNE: Whose phone is this? It's in ay 

hoae. 

DICK: Wayne — 

WAYNE: All the phone lines were in ay hone. 

DICK: — don't evade the point. The point 

is what will bring this to a safe resolution? You 
told, you told — 
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WAYNE: I'll tell you vhat (indiscernible). 

DICK: — ne that David told us vhat that 

was. 

WAYNE: (Indiscernible) 

DICK: Refresh ny nenory. 

WAYNE: It'll take — 

DICK: Tell ae vhat it is. 

WAYNE: It'll take soae give and take on both 

sides. 

DICK: Oh, you've finally come to that 

realisation? 

WAYNE: Ua-huB. 

DICK: Nov, that, that's an interesting 

point. What is it ve need to do to get this moved 
along? 

WAYNE: Okay. Nov, that letter that vas 

rejected. 

DICK: I 'a listening. 

WAYNE: Those promises, you knov those 

promises weren't worth the paper they're printed on. 

DICK: You )cnov vhat, Wayne? I think that 

you have some sort of a block up there, some sort of a 
mental block. You're not hearing ae. We guaranteed 
that 100 percent. You can't get any more than 100 
percent. We didn't say 98. We said 100 percent. 

WAYNE: Yeah, but who has control over the 
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DICK: Well now, who — it's guaranteed. The 

sheriff guaranteed it and SAC Jeff Janar guaranteed it, 
okay? 

WAYNE: There are not enough guarantees on 

there. 

DICK: Really? 

WAYNE: Really. I didn't see the U.S. 

prosecutor do%m there, I didn't see a judge dotm there. 

X DICK: You know what, Wayne? 

WAYNE: Who controls where a person is 

jailed? 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: (In background) 

The sheriff. 

DICK: Wayne, in this county the sheriff is 

in charge of the county jail. You know that. You've 
been — 

WAYNE: How big — 

DICK: — how aany years have you lived her? 

MAYNE: How big is the federal district? 

DICK: How big is the federal district? You 

know, Wayne — 

WAYNE: It's bigger than Waco. 

DICK* ”” listen, obviously, obviously you're 
not interested in getting on to the central issues, 

is, how do we resolve this natter. You know, you 
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can talk around the £ssue for days and ve've heard you 
talk around the issue for days and we've been very 
patient with yoit. 

IfAYNE: No, no, no, no, no. I'm shoving you 

why your promises were empty. 

DICK: Don't tell me why our promises were 

empty because they are not and you don't even — ■ you 
have absolutely no ability to address that issue in 
that fashion, okay? 

WAYNE: I do, I do (indiscernible) . 

DICK: No, you don't? You don't. We have 

you a written guarantee, all right? 

WAYNE: I'm showing you where the holes are. 

DICK: All is you have to do is go to the 

court with that, you go the press with it, you got to 
the TV with it. 

WAYNE: We can't go to any of those places. 

DICK: Wayne — 

WAYNE: We can only talk to you. 

DICK: — you're not hearing me. You know, 

you're just not hearing me. You know — 

WAYNE: I'm saying how does it help — 

DICK: — listen, you can sit in there and 

stall — 

WAYNE: — to give us letters — 

DICK: — as long as you want, all right? 
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WAYNE: — that don't Bean anything? 

DICK: You think that ve don't understand 
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that? I Bean, do you think ve're stupid? 

WAYNE: Ho, no. 

DICK: Good. Well, let's start fron there 

then, okay? 


WAYNE: That's why I'b asking you to reason 

vith Be and I'b telling you — 

DICK: Bey, about 26 days of reason? 

WAYNE: X'B saying to you — 

DICK: Twenty-six days. 

WAYNE: — if I COBS out that door — 

DICK: Okay. 

WAYNE: — X'a a federal prisoner and if X'n 

a federal prisoner X can be put in Marlin, Temple, 
Austin, San Anton, El Paso, Fort Worth, Midland, 

Odessa, Abilene. 

DICK: We're telling you that you're going to 

be in this jail in this county and Jack Harwell will 
have whatever control is exercised in that jail and you 
will have the judicial hearings guaranteed to you by 
U.S. constitution. You know that, you'll — 

WAYNE; Mr. Jamar cannot Bake that promise. 
DICK: What? That you, that you're 

guaranteed your rights under the constitution? Me 
can't, he can't Bake that guarantee? 
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WAYNE: No, no, no, no, no, no. He can't 

guarantee that the U.S. prosecutor will put ae here or 
there. 

DICK: Wayne, you're going to coae out of 

there, go into the Mcliennan Co\inty Jail and you're 
going to be given a hearing in U.S. District Court. 

WAYNE: And then Z can be aoved. 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: (In background) 

Or you can be released. 

DICK: Or you can be released on bond. You 

can do any number of things. 

WAYNE: No, no, no, no. 

DICK: No, no, no, no, no. 

WAYNE: No, I'm not, I'm not talking about 

the possibility of being released on bond. What I'm 
saying to you is if I am not released on bond — 

DICK: Um-h\m. 

WAYNE: — I can be imprisoned outside 

McLennan County and then none of those promises are 
going to mean anything. 

DICK: The promise was that when you go into 

the McLennan County Jail you will be guaranteed this in 
this fashion, the fashion that's set out in that letter 
that David will, will communicate with you, that your 
religious service will continue and those kinds of 
things. 
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WAYNE: But all in McLennan County? 

DICK: Well, do you think ve're going to put 

David on a circuit riding the state of Texas or what? 
WAYNE: Yes, I — 

DICK: We're telling you you're going to be 

in the McLennan County Jail. That's clear. 

WAYNE: Yes, anything possible is, is what ve 

have to negotiate. 

DICK: (Laughter) 

WAYNE: Anything possible. 

DICK: Wayne/ I'll tell you what. Why don't 

you put David on and let, let ne negotiate with David? 
You know, to negotiate implies that we're going to have 
some give and some take. 

WAYNE: I think Steve wants to talk to you. 

Would you like to talk to Steve? 

DICK: Well, you and I aren't get any place. 

Put Steve back on for a minute. 

WAYNE: No, we did. We made a lot of 

progress here. 

DICK: Okay. Well, I'm happy that you're 

happy. Please. 

WAYNE: Well, Z, I didn't mean to make you 

unhappy. 

DICK: Obviously you can't, you can't make 
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WAYNE: You know what Z'b thinking now. 

DICK: — you can't sake any, you know, 

actual decisions in there. Z need to get, Z need to 
get to, to Hr. David, Mr. David Xoresh. He's obviously 
the person to Bake the final decisions. 

WAYNE: Oh, there's one other thing. 

DZCK: Go ahead. 

WAYNE: I beard this tape that was played 

over and over and over again and Byron kept saying it 
was hours before he got involved after the raid 
started — 


DICK: Okay. 

WAYNE: — February 28th. 

DZCK: All right. 

WAYNE: That wasn't true. 

DZCK: What wasn't true? 

WAYNE: That it was several hours before he 

got involved. 

DZCK: Zt wasn't true? 

WAYNE: Mo. 

DZCK: Okay. You tell Be how it was not 

true.

WAYNE: I Bade contact with Sheriff Larry 

DZCK: Z understand. I'b aware of that. 911 


call (indiscernible) 
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WAYNE: And he got in contact with the 

coamand post. 

D2CK: Okay. 

WAYNE: And ve talked for a little bit and 

Steve Bade another — he reached another phone call and 
he Bade contact with Byron. You know, ve hadn't even 
arranged the cease-fire at that point. So, why is 
Byron trying to give us that, that nonsense? 

DICK: Listen. Let Be tell you where Byron 

Sage is stationed, okay? He's in Austin, Texas. 

That's where, that's where hie office is located, okay? 
Now, do you suppose — how long do you suppose it takes 
to get here froB Austin, Texas? 

WAYNE: X know. 

DICK: Okay, and it also takes some tine for, 

for him to be contacted regarding those events, okay? 

So it took hia quite a little time before he got here. 
What is your suggestion? That he was here hiding 
outside the door or sonething? Z Bean, what is your, 
what is your, what is your, your statement here? X 
don't understand it. What are you suggesting? That 
Byron's lying to you? 

WAYNE: No, that's what you're suggesting. 

That's — 

DICK: Okay. Well, what is your question? 

WAYNE: You're suggesting that he was in 
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Austin. 

DICK: I'm not only suggesting that. I'm 

telling you 100 percent that he vas in Austin. What is 
your question there? 

WAYNE: Hov do you Icnov that? 

DICK: Because he tells me. X know where the 

man works. He is not in Waco, Texas. His office — he 
is a senior resident agent in charge of the FBI office 
in Austin, Texas. 

WAYNE: Okay. Well, it's like this. Can you 

prove it? 

DICK: Wayne — 

WAYNE: Do you have any written documents? 

DICK: You know, Wayne? I can't prove that 

the sun's coming up in the morning but I think that it 
will, you know what X mean? 

WAYNE: You mean you don't have credentials? 

DICK: Pardon me? 

WAYNE: You don't have credentials? David 

Xoresh proves his credentials to every person. 

DICK: Wayne, hey, listen — 

WAYNE: (Indiscernible) 

DICK: — get off that soap box, will you? 

Cet off that soap box. 

WAYNE: I'm just asking for — 

DICK: Let's move on to substantive issues. 
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Okay? You know, if you want to talk about those kinds 
of issues talk about it with somebody that wants to 
talk to you about -- I'm here to do one thing: to move 
this on so that we can safety — safely resolve this 
issue. You can talk about all those other side issues 
as long as you want and you can sit in there and you 
can stall and you can do those kinds of things. X 
understand that. You can do those things. 

NAYNE: Well, if, if Byron was in Austin — 

DICK: Okay. I'm — listen. I'm making a 

legitimate attempt in trying to resolve this safely. 

You can play your games in there and you can do those 
things. Certainly I'm not going to say that you can't. 
But if you want to make an actual good^faith effort to 
resolve this issue we can do it. Obviously, you want 
to play games and X don't have time for that, all 
right? You move on to somebody else and put somebody 
on there that is willing to discuss these issues in 
good faith. Byron Sage was in Austin, Texas and you 
have my word on that and that's my guarantee. Now, 
give me the phone, or give the phone to somebody else 
that can make some sense, Wayne, because you're not 
making sense. 

WAYNE: X did make sense. 

DICK: No, you don't make sense, okay? 

WAYNE: Dick, when, when X tell you a federal 
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prisoner c&n be put in any county, that's naXing sense. 

DICK: Wayne, that's not an issue, that's not 

an issue. 

WAYNE: But it's a fact, it's a fact. 

DICK: All right. If that's of some concern 

to you then you go ahead and, and keep that thought, 
okay? We're telling you you're going to be in the 
county jail here and give me — give the phone to 
someone else that can make some, some issues using some 
judgment because I'm frankly having a difficult time 
thinking that you have, that — 

WAYNE: I do not — 

DICK: — ability to make decent decisions 

because you're not showing that to me at all. 

WAYNE: (Indiscernible) said that before, 

said no (indiscernible). 

DICK: Byron Sage is not from Austin, Texas. 

WAYNE: No, no. 

DICK: Nov, that is a, that is a substantive 

issue, isn't it? 

WAYNE: No (indiscernible) said something 

about me — * 

DICK: Ruh? 

WAYNE: — personally before, now I've 

confirmed it because you repeated it and ve're on a 
different topic and it's, it's not about the specific 


issue. You're just trying to say something negative 
about me personally. 

DICK: Wayne, hand the phone to somebody 

else, all right? if — you Icnov, if, if the biggest 
concern if your life is where, where Byron Sage lives, 

X have just told where he lives or where he works. 
Austin, Texas is where he works. He works in Austin —

— Texas.

— about that, Dick. 


DICK; 

Okay? That was your question. 

WAYNE:

WAYNE: Yeah, you just said — 

DICK: What is the answer?

You just said that you, meaning Jake Lamar 
and Sheriff Harwell are assuring me that I'm going to 
be in the McLennan County Jail. 

DICK: You're going to be in the McLennan 

County Jail when you leave that compound, absolutely — 

WAYNE: Okay. 

DICK: — one-hundred percent guaranteed. 

WAYNE: But I'm saying that neither of those 
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two people have control over that decision. 

DICK: Okay. t4hat's your point? 
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WAYNE: I 'a saying that the federal judge 

decides which county jail — 

DICK; If you're ultinately convicted of a 
crine that is certainly true. We are not talking about 
that issue now. We're talking about one of processing, 
one of appearances, one of judicial processing. You 
know that. We're talking about the county, this 
particular county. That's where the crines, if there 
were crises, are comnitted. 

WAYNE: Yeah, but a prosecutor and the judge 

do not have to put — 

DICK: Wayne, listen. 

WAYNE: — anybody (indiscernible). 

DICK: Don't beat a dead horse. Don't beat a 

dead horse, okay? Put Steve on the line. I want to 
talk to David but obviously David doesn't have the 
ability to get on the phone and to talk with us about 
reasonable issues in resolving this iapasse, okay?

WAYNE: No. 

DICK: Is that what you're going to ask me? 

WAYNE: No, I'm not going to ask — 

DICK: Okay. Well, let's don't, let's don't 

talk about those kinds of things. 

WAYNE: Okay. 

DICK: All right. You come out of there, 

we'll get on with this process, and answer my question: 
why will it take? How do we get this issue resolved 
safely? Very plain, very simple. You want to write it 
down? 

WAYNE: No. 

DICK: I'll repeat it. 

WAYNE: I don't want to %rrite it down because 

it's a very simple question. 


DICK: It's a very simple question. I think 
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Z asked you the question. It's a very simple answer.

Now, I asked to talk to, Mr. Louis Anthony Alaniz. We 
want him to leave that compound. He is not part of 
this issue. His mother is terribly concerned about 
him. You have suggested that all the other people are 
in there voluntarily. Put Louis on the phone and we'll 
get Levis out of there, okay? 

WAYNE: Well — 

DICK: No, not well, Wayne. l didn't say 

well, I said put Louis on the telephone and we'll get 
this issue resolved, all right? We're waiting to pick 
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him up as ve speak. 

WAYNE: Z (Indiscernible). 

DICK: It's not that tough a (question, Wayne. 

WAYNE: I can't handle the question. 

DICK: Obviously you can't handle it. You 

can't handle the answer either. I'a going to tell you, 
please, go get David or Steve and I'll — when they're 
willing to, to discuss this natter in a, in a 
reasonable, good-faith effort then you tell then to 
give ne a call, okay? In the nean tine, I think I'n 
going to get sonething for lunch and, and just take a 
couple of ninutes to sit back and, and consider sone of 
these thing that you've talked to ne about. And — 

WAYNE: I appreciate that. 

DICK: And you know what I'n going to do? 

I'n going to find out if — 

WAYNE; Because (indiscernible) for the first 

tine. 

DICK: — Byron Sage is actually in Austin, 

Texas. Because you know what? That's a perplexing 
question that you asked of ne. I'n going to find out 
the answer to that question.

Steven and to ensure that Kr. Sage lives in Austin,

If they are not out of that compound by 4 
p.n. , a minimum of ten people, certain actions will be 
taken. 

Steve, we continue to want to resolve this matter 
safely. This is not to be construed as any threat, but 
we must move on. We're here to talk with you at any 
time, all you have to do is pick up that telephone. 

Again, this is not a threat, Steve, this is a 
promise. 

Now, X want to recite some rules for your safety. 
Let's go over this once more between us, then I will 
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ask — answer any questions that you night have. 

No one will be allowed to exit the building with a 
weapon. We tell you this for your own protection, for 
if our agents perceive that their lives or the life of 
someone else is at risk, they will take appropriate 
action to ensure their own safety. No one will be 
allowed to aim a weapon from a window, as this nay also 
be perceived by our agents as a threat to their lives 
or the life of others and compel them to act 
accordingly. 

Any time you exit the building and are approached 
by our agents, you must fully comply with any verbal 
instructions to avoid exposing yourself to potential 
risk. 

Now, again, this is very important that you 
understand this, and that's why I wanted to talk 
directly to David, so, it is my belief that this is 
something that David will want to hear for himself, and 
I'm asking you once again, to go to David and tell 
David that I have a very important issue to discuss 
with him. 

STEVE: 1 can pass. I've got it, you know, I 

mean, Z didn't misunderstand anything you said. I'll 
pass it along. 


DZC3C: So you do understand the substance of 
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STEVE: Sure. 

DICK: — ' of what I told you? 

STEVE: Sure X do. 

DICK: Okay. Now, would you like to go talk 

to David once sore. I 'a willing to wait on the phone.

Then ve got cut off yesterday and then, of 
course, the other thing happened, so, that's — Mow 
he's after me, about an hour ago again, he said he 
needs to go out there. 

DICK: Hell, Steve, please

We're, you understand exactly vhat 
X told you. He can be one of those ten individuals, 
but understand that this is important matter that X 
need to discuss with David. Will you please get David 
for me so X can communicate directly with David 
concerning this.

X don't think there's any room for any misunderstanding 
there, and we will be here and we are awaiting the exit 
of a minimum of ten people from the compound, and we 
will go on from there. I assure you, we will deal with 
you fairly, sincerely, and we're willing to do that at 
any time. All right, Steve? 

STEVE: I heard you, yeah. 

DICK: Very well, thank you. 

STEVE: Okay, sure. Bye. 

DICK: Bye. 


STEVE: Hello. 

DICK: Steve? 

STEVE: Dick? 

DICK: Polks coming out? 

STEVE: Is this Dick? 

DICK: It is. 


STEVE: Oh, okay. 

DICK: You folks coming out? 

STEVE: I've been talking to a number of

toward to clearing up this issue. 

STEVE: Well, Z was listening to vhat he vas 
having to say. He's been making some points. Some of 
them sound okay, you know, Z vas trying to listen to 
everything he had there. 

DICK: Zs anyone ready to come out now? 

STEVE: Z haven't even, you know, Z vas, Z'm 

so tired and bushed, you know, Z should probably 

DZCK: Well, ve're not, Z'm not asking you, 

Z'm asking you if there are others ready to cone out to 
include Z«ouis. 

STEVE: Z don't know. Z'm so, Z could give 

the phone to all these people, you know, you could talk 
to then. 

DZCK: No, Z don't want to do that. We've 

gone beyond that. Let's make some decisions in there, 
it's time to go. You know, you control vhat happens in 
there. Zf you want a continuation of vhat just 
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happened, then, ve can do that. But let's not, let's 
not do that. Let's get it, let's get it resolved, 
let's cone out, let's get this thing off, off the nark 
and get in gear here. 

STEVE: Yeah, the notorcycle that they got 

actually happened to be nine. I thought they did a 
pretty good job on it. Man, they planted it good. 

DICK: Well that's, that's up to you. 

STEVE: No, that's fine, X don't nind, you 

know, it's only a naterial thing. 

DICK: Oh, tl^at's right. You're not in to 

naterial things, are you? 

STEVE: I really an not anynore. I'll be 

honest with you. A person wouldn't be living in a 
place like this if they were. Believe ne, they 
wouldn't be. 

DICK: Well, that's our concern, one of 

safety for the children. With the kind of conditions 
under which you're living in there now. 

STEVE: Well, if you'd only ever let ne 

explain about those children, but X don't think you'd 
believe it anyway, so it's only a loss and a waste of 
tine. 

DICK: We're concerned about the children. 

Let's get this going, okay? Now this — 

STEVE: X want to tell you, I, Dick, I'n 
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telling you, I tried so hard, all the way through and 
the last thing that I really tried to do was talk to 
Livingston's, the last two that Z really talked to, and 
I 'a not going to aake anything up, was Doris, her name 
is and Yvette. That was the last two, and I thought 
for positive they were coming out, I thought I could 
aaybe get a good grasp at things and things would be 
going again, I really did, and then, of course, when he 
never called back then they start on ae, the both of 
them did. They said, see, there you have it, they said 
to ae like that, and Z says, well, wait a ainute, just 
wait. Z says aaybe there is a breakdown or aaybe this 
or aaybe that and, and since then, Z aean, Z've talked 
to a couple of people, but not serious because Z can 
tell by the way they're acting to ae now that they're 
not, it's like they don't want to hear me. 

DZCK: Steve, let ae ask you something.

reason I stayed on all this tiae is to try to aake a 
difference. 

DICK: As a collective, X'a, X'a talking 

about you, aeaning collective. 

STEVE: X know, X aean, but the reason X 

stayed on here, Dick, in the first place was to aake 
sure that people would be exiting safely and all the 
rest and, but X, the truth is X never dreaaed that it 
would be going like a roller coaster ride, though, 
either. 
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DICK: Why don't you get a hold of Judy, 

yourself, your, your daughter, that's three out of ten, 
and pick up another seven and start on out of there. 

STEVE: Even if ve did, Z know, first of all, 

Judy — 

DICK: It's a start. It's a start. 

STEVE: I already, I talked to her. She's 
told »e she don't want to, she said. She said she's 
concerned that she'll never see Mayanah again. I nean, 
she's adamant about that.

DICK: Not true. Get Judy, Mayanah, 

yourself, free and seven more. Get the fella you 
mentioned earlier today — 

STEVE: I haven't been able to convince Judy. 

She's so, Z mean, when it comes to the child, 
seriously, — 

DICK: Well, vhat is her, what is she waiting 

for? Z mean, she's obviously got some 

STEVE: Z don't know. It's almost like one 

of those things, Z don't know, what is the human 
problem there? Z don't know. You tell me because she 
just doesn't want to leave her baby go. 

DICK: Bring the baby with her. 

STEVE: She knows she's gonna be taken from 

her and she doesn't think she'll see her again. She, 
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in fact, they already told her that. 

DICK: Hell, that's not accurate. That's not 

accurate. But that, you know, Steve, once again, we're 
into these delaying tactics. We've got to nove. Okay? 

STEVE: X have been talking. I've tried ay 

best, I don't know what else to do. 

DICK: Xs David, is David upstairs 

surrounding hiaself with kids about 4 o'clock or is he 
going to come out and talk to us? 

STEVE: X haven't, to tell you the truth, you 

know what? X was way out, X don't even know where he 
is. X was at the other end of the building, X just 
went back to — 

DICK : Was that a feeling you enjoyed? The 

stress out there at 4 o'clock? Did you enjoy that? 

STEVE: X haven't enjoyed anything since X've 

been here, X'll be honest. 

DXCK: Well then let's, let's go ahead and 

get that done. If David's hiding up there sonewhere, 
direct bin to the telephone. We'd be happy to speak 
with bin. 

STEVE: X don't think, X don't think he is 

because when you, before when you said what you did to 
ae, X went up there twice, and it was a long distance 
froa where X'a at, X went to where he was twice, X said 
what X did to hia. He's laying there like he's, he 
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looks white as a sheet, he doesn't good at all. 

DICK: Nell then he nay not be in a position 

to sake these decisions that need to be nade. Perhaps 
it's time for you to do those things. 

STEVE: Even — do that, these people out, 

they're Involved with him, not, I'm telling you, they 
are. 

DICK: Steve, take a stance for once in your 

life. Stand up and be counted. 

STEVE: 1 have already told then that. I've 

already told then. 

DICK: No, I'm not talking him, I'm talking 

about you. It's time for you to stand up and be 
coxmted. Make the decision. Do it. Be the leader 
that those folks need. Get them together, — 

STEVE: I have tried to.

DICK: All right, then, let's get her, pick

STEVE: Have you ever 
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DICK: Listen, Steve, hold it. Let ne 

aention something to you. 

STEVE: What? 

DICK: You don't need David Koresh to run 

your life for you. 

STEVE: He hasn't run ay life. 

DICK: Well, he, it appears to ae that he is. 

STEVE: Well, %ihat's happened, Dick, is he's 

shoved something that I can't help but be in convicted 
about. 

DICK: That's fine. 

STEVE: What does one do about that? 

DICK: That's fine. You have the ability to 

look into that Bible yourself. Let's get away from 
that — 

STEVE: I do and I haven't, I've honestly 

given ay best shot to try to controvert what he has, 
try to rip him apart ~ 

DICK: He's a negative influence on you and 

your fanily. 

STEVE: I've had a lot of friends that are 

scholars, associates that are, that are, that are 
Ph.d.s, D.D.s, all the rest, they weren't able to 
handle hia. 

DICK: Steve, it's ay understanding that you 

and Judy had a terrific life before you met that aan. 
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An I right? 

STEVE: We still do. That hasn't gone down. 

DICK: Really. Okay, well, naybe your, your 

understanding of a good narriage and nine are perhaps 
something different. 

STEVE: At the seune tine you're listening to 

all sorts of nonsense out there and I've always said 
I'll sit do%m and talk to you about anything, that, the 
rumors that Marc Breault started and some of these 
people from Australia, that's where it all cane from.

STEVE: Nell, I've always been open Binded. 

I've always listened; if you've got soBething to share 
that's better or whatever, believe Be, Z would look at 
it, if it had a ring of truth to it that was better 
than was here, Z'b with it. 

DICK: Steve, this is, this is an, an 

exhibition of what we're going to have to do if this 
continues, oJcay?

good faith and that those that have gone out there are 
all locked up. 

DZCK: They're going to be, — 

STEVE: Seriously. 

DZCK: — they're going to be there until the 

judge Bakes the deteraination that they're eligible for 
bond. 

STEVE: Z don't trust the judge. 

DZCK: You know what? You don't trust 

anybody. 

STEVE: That's not true. 

DZCK: That's the point. 

STEVE: Z know there are, Z know there are 

good aen out there, ->-> 

DZCK: Really? 

STEVE: But there seems to be fever and 

fever. 


DZCK: Well, well, give me a couple of names 

that you might be referring to. 
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6TEVE: Well, Z'b not faniliar with Texas, 

though, in the first place, so I've not spent that auch 
tine here, I really haven't, niis is not ny home, Z've 
never cared for the place. 

DICK: Well, it appears to me that you must 

care for the place. 

STEVE; Well, Z care for the concept of what 
truth is and what God expects of me and requires of me. 

DICK: Well, as far as I Jcnow, truth is not 

available only at the, at the Branch Davidian compound. 

STEVE: Well, there's more here — > 

DICK: Zt's available in certain other areas, 

I believe. 

STEVE: Yeah, but the quantity and the 

ability to show a very clear picture has not been 
contended or controverted by anyone. 

DICK: You know what, if you've got the, if 

you've got the truth out there, you ought to bottle it 
and sell it, okay? 

STEVE: Oh, it'll go out. Dick, it will go 

out, but not in any way that you and Z would ever 
dream. 

DICK: Zt'll come out with you, Steve. If 

you're concerned about the truth — - You know, Z hear 
this, quote, concern about the truth, but Z don't hear, 
Z don't hear it said with any, with any real 
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conviction, because if, if that were the case, you 
would get yourself out of there and get on, get up 
before the public and stake your thoughts knovm. 

The court of public opinion is where you need to 

talk. 

STEVE: You and I Ivnov the public doesn't 

want to bear ae. God's gonna have to use another 
avenue, truly, these people are already saying how 
we're looking for press coverage. The only reason why 
we ever aentioned press was for the safety of the 
progression of aoving out and along — 

DICK: You know, the press is like aany other 

things you aentioned. It aeans nothing to you because 
it's a aethod for you to sit in there and complain and 
bitch about things. 

STEVE: Not, not at all. I don't really, the 

press, from what I've seen, those that were aoved back 
two and a half, three miles, and what they haven't 
shown and brought out in the news and so forth, not in 
regards to religion. The only thing they every had to 
say on our behalf, when it comes to spiritual things 
and religion, is that the only thing this aan really 
claims that is here, the only thing, is that if a 
person really says they believe in the Bible and 
Christianity and — 

DICK: Hold it. I told you. I'm not going to 
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speak about the Bible and Christianity. 

STEVE: Mo, no, no, I just, no, no, wait, 

wait. The only thing X was going to say about it, the 
only thing that he really has aver said, you know, 
that, in the vay they responded it had nothing to do 
with vhat his Bain statement was and that's that he can 
open up and show fron anybody's Bible, not an 
interpretation, but where the seven seals are located, 
right into the Bible. 

DICK: Hold it, listen, I don't want to hear 

you say the seven seals one Bore time. I'b not gonna 
talk about the seven seals again. 

STEVE: I'B not talking about them. I'm just 

talking about why and vhat he was up to, not to do it, 
getting on some broadcast and, vhat did you ball it, 

CBN or whatever it is? 

DICK; You know, at one point in time you 
suggest, give us the CBN, let's get on the Christian 
broadcast network. Me allowed to do it, now — 

STEVE: That was never By ~ 

DICK: Mo, listen to Be, listen to Be. 

STEVE: — interest Diek. 

DICK: Okay. 

STEVE: Diek, that — 

DICK: It was David's interest. 

STEVE: It was, it was. Mever Bine. 
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DICK: Okay, David's interest, all right? 

Nov, because Craig Smith, vith his talk show, has been 
able to refute to some of those things — 

STEVE: No, he hasn't. 

DICK: — in terms, veil. I'm talking about 

the — 

STEVE: Z'd take him on any day of the week. 

DICK: Nell, good, come on out, ve'll set it 

up for you. 

STEVE: The guy doesn't know his head from a 

hole in the ground. 

DICK: Nell, public opinion, I think, as you 

will hear or have heard, — 

STEVE: The rudeness of that man to cut 

callers off that are positive. I listen carefully and 
when someone would call in vith even a little bit 
difference of his opinion, he'd cut them off so quick, 
he's in control. 

DICK: He'd be glad to talk to you. 

STEVE: I, oh, sure he would. 

DICK: He'd be glad to talk to you. 

STEVE: Z'm not even interested in the man. 

He'd better get right vith his God and hope that he's 
doing everything he can in this world. That is one man 
that's right for — 

DICK: Listen, you know what? z took a 
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survey yesterday — 

STEVE; — burning. 

DICK: — to see bov aany of us were ready to 

get right with God, end we're all ready for the day 
when it comes, all right? It's not here today* If 
it's here tomorrow we'll deal with it. Let's deal with 
these issues today. 

STEVE: Remember how it was the days with 

Noah? Noah was ready in that day. That's the way it's 
gonna be in the final days. We're here. We're here 
Dick. But Z know you don't believe that and I won't 
talk to you about it. I'll respect that you don't want 
to hear about it, but that's my whole life has been 
that. That's the problem. You don't want to talk 
about it, but what else can Z, see, my folks used to 
say that too. Once Z got involved in this, Z'd go to 
see them and they didn't want to hear about it. Z 
said, well, we have nothing in common then. 

DZCK: You know, Z'm looking at a picture of 

you as we speak, a picture of you and Judy, and she 
looks like a nice looking lady, -- 

STEVE: Oh, she is. 

DZCK: — and my understanding was the two of 

you had something going good for one another and with 
one another at one time. 

STEVE: Positively, positively. 
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DICK: Nov you've got David in between the 

two of you. 

STEVE: No, ve've always had the sane 

interest, and that's Baking sure that ve've got the 
will to live forever. 

DICK: You Bean you've got the saae interest 

in David that she has now? ^ 

STEVE: My interest has always been giving 

inforaation that's true, like the people like yourself, 
anybody, it doesn't Batter who it is. I've always 
liked people. Z don't hold any aalice. I don't have 
one eneoy in this world. They aay think I 'a their 
enemy, but Z'b not. 

DICK: You know, we in law enforcement, like 

to talk about stand-up guys. You know what that term 
Beans, stand-up guys? 

STEVE: No, Z have no idea. 

DICK: Nell, then, Z guess it's no use in ae 

Bentioning it to you. It's a person of courage and 
conviction, okay? Z'a not hearing that in your voice. 
Z'B not hearing it at all. You've get a daughter in 
there and you continue to allow her to live in that, in 
that place under those conditions — 

STEVE: She looks happy. She has a happy 

smile on her face. 


DICK: Oh, Z'll bet she does 
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STEVE: Sh* doss. 

DICK: Yeah, X bet she has a happy face, 

doesn't she? 

STEVE: She is. She's got her little toys. 

She's very saart. She's only a little over two years 
old. You ought to hear her —

MR. SCHNEIDER: You'd never dream that she 

was two years old. Not hyper, not into things, not — 

DICK: Did she get a chance to play outside 

today in the sunlight? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: No, she didn't.

MR. SCHNEIDER: You tell ae. 

DICK: As soon as you open the door. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: And let her to play? You 

won't shoot her, will you? 

DICK: Listen, if you're going to spea)c like

MR. SCHNEIDER: Just coae on, now. 

DICK: — encourage you to — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: You know I'a tired, in the 

first place. 

DICK: Well, let's don't, let's don't talk in 

that fashion, 'cause X'a not going to listen to it, 
okay? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Dick, X like you. Just hang 

on, relax now, because X think the world of you. 

DXCK: Let's get aoving, Steve. Let's get 

Boving, all right? X want to get it aoving. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: X wouldn't Bind being your 
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buddy. 

DICK: Let's get it Boving. X'b just about 

to put John Cox on here. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Hov — Okay. Really? ffhat's 

going to happen now with ae with these people? Hov ao 
Z — suggest something for hov I should talk to them, 
vhat, vhat Z should tell them, seriously, 'cause Z'a 
lost for words nov, Z really am. Z don't knov vhat to 
tell them any sore. There's about 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 of 
them right here nov that have just come around vhere 
Z'B at. Would you want to talk to any one of them to 
get an idea — 

DICK: What Z want you to do is to gather 

those people together. 

HR. SCHNEIDER: Z can't. Okay, let me — 

DZCR: Steve. 

HR. SCHNEIDER: (Talking to others in the 

room with him.) He wants ae to gather you people -- if 
Z go out the door — he wants ae to gather you people 
together. Will you coae with ae? Okay, here's one 
that's standing real close. She said no. (Talking to 
someone else.) Why not? (Voice in background not 
discernible.) She says go with you vhere? (Talking to 
soaeone else.) Okay, vhat, vhat about you? 

DZCK: Are you speaking to ae? 

HR. SCHNEIDER: No, no. No, Z'a talking to a 
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few Bore that are standing right here. Are you stire, 
Dick, you don't want to talk to them? 

DICK: No, there's no need for me to talk to 

them, because you and David are in the position to 
anco\irage or discourage theit Bovement. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Yeah, I can encourage — no. 

I've never discouraged. No, don't ever say — that's 
not true. I have encouraged, but Z'b telling — z 
don't, Z don't have the ability, nor the information to 
share with them, to get them out of here. They've 
sho%m — he's shoving them things, not me. He has, I 
haven't. They came here to hear him, not myself. So 
even if Z vent out the door, they still vant to hear 
him and see vhat he's doing about the Bible, vhat he's 
got to say, huh? 

DICK: Listen, he can say vhat he vants about 

the Bible. Ziet's get Boving. Significant movement. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Nell, wait. (Talking to 

someone else.) Do you vant to tell him that? Dick, 
you vant to just talk to Lisa, just for a minute? 

DICK: No, there's no reason for Be to talk 

to Lisa tinless she's ready to come out. All you have 
to do is — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: (Talking to someone else.) 

He doesn't vant to talk to you unless you're ready to 
come out. She vas going to tell you vhat the problem 
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is. 

DICK: Well, the problem, Z Know what the 

problem is. 

(Voice in backgroxmd not discernible.) 

DICK; Hold on for a minute. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Okay. 

DICK: Steve, hold on for a minute. 

HR. SCHNEIDER: Yeah, I will, Z will. 

[gap] 

HR. SCHNEIDER: — Z think. (Female voice in 

background not discernible.) 

DICK: Steve? 

HR. SCHNEIDER: Yes. 

DICK: Listen, Z think the way ve'll handle 

this, Z will — Z'm about ready to leave here. Z've — 

HR. SCHNEIDER: Okay. 

DICK: — worn myself out talking to you, 

frankly. You )cnow, Z'm not hearing anything from you.

DZCK: Sherry Doyle. 

MR. SCHNEZDER: Here's Dave Jones. 

DZCK: David Jones. 

MR. SCHNEZDER: How nany am Z up to now? 

DZCK: That's eight. Put Sinobi (phonetic 


sp.) up there, too. Z want to talk with him. 

MR. SCHNEZDER: Put — yeah, put him down 

then, put Sinobi down.

DICK: He'll be back to you.

that for a while, but okay, you'll 

DICK: He'll be back to you.

JOHN: Twenty-four hours a day? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: That sounds good. 

JOHN: No, I'm saying that's what you want, 

is 24 hours a day? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Z don't know. Well — 

JOHN: You know, Z can't make you a 

ridiculous promise — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Z know. 

JOHN: — but Z can make you — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Z know. 

JOHN: — a reasonable promise that you will 

spend time together. Don't, don't ask me to do the 
impossible, my friend. You've been working hard in 
there — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Pardon? 
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JOHN: — you've been working hard in there. 

Z told you a long tine ago that we appreciate your 
cooperation. We're going to try to do whatever we can 
to live up to our side of the bargains. We're not 
lying to you. Z'b telling you that you have the 
ability to, to really acconplish something.

Who else now, let's go down the 
list. 

JOHN: Hey, now, Z just, Z just don't want 

people to talk to people for the sake of talking to 
then. Z'n interested in people that are concerned 
about coning out here tonorrow and nay have eone issues 
they want to discuss with ne. 

HR. SCHNEIDER: ffell, John, that's what Z'n 

not sure about. That's what Z was trying to tell Dick. 
Z said after the — I don't want to bring it up again 
because Z • 

JOHN: Sure. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: -- z don't want to nake 

anybody nad or bothered. 

JOHN: Okay, okay. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: But Z was telling bin these 

people keep on badgering ne now, ever since that thing 
with Livingston never calling. 

JOHN: But there was never any pronise that 

he was. And Z know, and Z'n not going to lie to you, Z 
haven't lied to you before, this guy was belligerent 


and he — 
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KR. SCHNEIDER: Well, that — 

JOHN : — he said Z'n not a pawn of the 

governnent end you can't sake ae call back if Z don't 
vant to — 

KR. 8CKNEZDER: He said he was a pawn of the 

governnent? 

JOHN: Z mean, this is crazy. We figured 

Bost of the people that cane out would vant to call 
back in. We're not going to force then to call back 
in. Zt'e just like if you bring 10 people out, well, 
we're probably not going to have 10 people call in, but 
we're certainly going to let you call in. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Oh, yeah. We've, we've never 

requested that, have we? 

JOHN: Mo, but this guy — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Only periodically we've done 

that, just to show the people inside — 

JOHN: Sure. 

KR. SCHNEIDER: you know, just keep on 

going with the program. That's — 

JOHN: He was taking the attitude that we 

were trying to nanipulate hin.

Xn fact, I — rarely have I done that. What I did 
was — • 

JOHN: Yeah, but we've, we've stood up with 

it when you've asked for it. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Oh, I know. 

JOHN: Kevin called, Brad called, you know, 

these people. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Yeah, I know it. But, okay, 

when Byron called, I nentioned that I was talking with 
Yvette. She was getting ready to go out. 

JOHN: Sure. Sure. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: And I nentioned the nother 

and he acted like those are small potatoes. 

JOHN: Sure. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: He didn't want to talk about 

that.

Don't vorry about 

then then.

seen Livingston, I've seen these other people, they're 
being cared for. Z know that two vonen were released 
on bond today, they're out, they're free. You Jcnov, 
you can do this. 

HR. SCHNEIDER: Which two, which two are out 

free? 


JOHN: I wish I could tell you their names, 

but I heard it on the news, and I can probably find 
out. 


MR. SCHNEIDER: How come — 

JOHN : Which one is Ophelia? Ophelia? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Can I ask you something? Oh, 

she's — yeah — (indiscernible) or whatever. 

JOHN: A black female? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: I'm not sure -- 

JOHN: Black female? Is that correct?

MR. SCHNEIDER: No? 

JOHN: Steven. These aren't the — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: These things can help ae. 

JOHN: These aren't the issues that Z can 

answer for you tonight because a judge has to answer 
those issues.

Now, 
do these people know the system they're going to go 
through, the probation, parole, and all of these 
things? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Oh, Z doubt it, Z really 

doubt it. 

JOHN: But you do, right? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Nell, not, not — 

JOHN: Nell, you do. You know what's going 

to happen to Steven when he comes out. Z've marched 
through that with you several times, haven't Z?

JOHN : We've Bade it very clear — 

substantive issues. Zf they have any question about 
What will happen to then when they cone out, be happy 
to answer those questions. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: You're not ~ l doubt that 

you're going to get then out then, because the first 
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issue is in reverse from vhat you said. The first 
issue that brought his here was the religious aspect. 

JOHN: That's fine. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: That's the — 

JOHN: They can discuss all the religion they 

want with David. They can discuss all the religion 
they vant with themselves, with you. They can bring 
their Bibles. They can have their preachings and their 
prayer periods when they're on the outside here, but 
they're not going to discuss it with me. They are not 
going to convert me and they're not going to try. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: YOU know, you know what 

bothered me today was? I happened to tturn on the news

MR. SCHNEIDER: Re called them liars. 

JOHN: That he does. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Re called them liars. 

JOHN: He can say anything he wants, 'cause 

he's on the outside hare. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Yeah, because — oh, no. 
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because he's an authoritative goverraoent 
JOHN: No. 

HR. SCHNEIDER: The govemaent has given him 

a power beyond anything that he should have. 

JOHN: Rey. You can eooe out here and you 

can Beet with the, the aedia and you can be — 

MR. SCHNEIDER: No, Z'll be very brief. 

JOHN: Listen to ae, listen to ae. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: He's not incarcerated. I 

will be. 


JOHN: You can aeet with your lawyer. The 

aedia has talked to people. The aedia has talked to 
Brett, the aedia has talked to Kevin. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Z don't, Z don't — 

JOHN: Z've seen them, Z've seen them talk 

to — 


MR. SCHNEIDER: I don't want to talk to the 

aedia. 

JOHN: The media's talked to Livingston. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Z just want to live ay life 

as it was. I don't want to talk to anybody. 

JOHN: Then tell these people not to worry 

about it. 


MR. SCHNEIDER: Z just want -- 

JOHN: All they have to do is cone out. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: Zf anybody wants to talk to 
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■e about vhat Z'n interested in life, I'll be happy to 
share with then. 

JOHN: Hey. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: But I'B not going to — l 

don't need to have — 

JOHN : Then tell then not to worry about it 

then. 


MR. SCHNEIDER: I need no kind of news 

exposure and sensationalism, all of that. 

JOHN: Hey, nost people don't, do they? Most 

people don't. They jusft like to live quiet lives, 
don't they? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: That'S the way I've been all 

ny life. 

JOHN: Hey. 

MR. SCHNEIDER: By the way — 

JOHN: So don't let these issues become big 

issues. 


MR. SCHNEIDER: See, I am not a respecter of 

persons, number one. When I was a young nan, I got to 
know a number of movie stars in Hawaii. I was invited 
to party after party. After tine, it — 

JOHN: What you mean, you're not a respecter 

of persons? 

MR. SCHNEIDER: That's what I naan. Z 
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JOHN: Hell, you respect your Bother and your 

father and —
